had ever intended to create a monoply 
VaSjma.de In the federal court today by 
Sidney W. Wlnslow, president of the 
United Shoo Machinery Co., testifying 
for the defense In the government's 
suit to dissolve the company for al- 
leged violation of the Sherman antl- 
trust act. 
Not only did Mr. Wlnslow 


deny any personal Intent at monopoly, 
but he testified that ho never heard 
any talk of that kind from the other 
oHlcera of tlio company. 


He said the reason that the Con- 


_ solidated and McKay Lasting Machine 


Co. and the Goodyear and Eppler welt 
companies wcro amalgamated as the 
United company wan to increase the 
productive eliiciency of the machines 
owned ,by the uniting companies, to 
economize in the manufacture of ma- 
chines, to encourage and Increase the 
manufacture of certain kinds of shoes 
Ijy developing new machines to lower 
cost of production and to 'develop a 
better service for the Instruction of 
operatives iu the use-of machines. 


Consolidation was first discussed by 


him with Klmer 1'. Howe of Boston 
in 1S9S. At that time, Mr. Winslow 
was business advisor for the Con- 
solidated and McKay Lasting Machine 
C'o. and Sir. Howe was manager for 
the Goodyear company. Negotiations 
were closed In February, 1859. 


Two of the clauses to which the gov- 


ernment objects In the leases of the 
United company's machines were used 
in leases of the Consolidated company 
prior to the formation of the- United, 
Mr. Winslow said. These clauses re- 
quired shoe manufacturers to run their 
leased machines to full capacity and 
to lease from the company any addi- 
tional machines that might be required. 


Factory conditions, Mr. Winslow said 


made the insertion of these two clauses 
necessary. Prejudice to machinery on 
the part of workmen and manufac- 
turers had to bo overcome.

manufacturers held machines as clubs 
over tho heads of their employes to 
suppress labor troubles.

the factory.

Col. SohEer outlined sonic of the rea- 


sons why the road problems must be 
met carefully. Ho felt that the laying 
out of the new projects most be done 
with judgment owing to the Immense 
cost of maintenance of roads after 
they are built. .The county 
officials 


suffh'tsted that with the stale, county 
and towns acting in cooperation, each 
contributing to the cost of construc- 
tion, a great deal faster progress coufd 
be made than by the stute alone. To 
this the fitate commissioners agreed 
and during the conference it was ten- 
tatively arranged that during the com- 
ing year the state and county would 
work together in an endeavor to accel- 
erate the state and road work in the 
county. 


.The state will probably spend about 


$80,000 a year in 
Middlesex 
county 


from now on in building state roads. 
The county commissioners are plan- 
ning to Increase their budget for road 
work and will be prepared to act with 
toe towns in carrying out some needed 
repairs on important roads. With tho 
state ready to help the towns and the 
county also lending a helping band, 
the result will be a big impetus tn 
highway improvement.

BOSTON, Dec. 3.—-A. denial that he 


had ever Intended to cr«ate a raonoply 
was made in ihc federal court today by 
Kidney W.1 Win slow, president of the 
United Shoe Machinery Co., testifying 
for tho defense In the government's 
suit to di&solvc tho company for al- 
leged violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust act. Not only did Mr. "\Vtnslow 
deny any personal Intent at monopoly, 
but he testified that ho never heard 
any talk of that kind from the other 
officers of tho company. 


He said the reason that tlie Cou- 


bolidatcd and McKay Lasting Machine 
Co. and thte Goodyear and Eppler welt 
companies were amalgamated as the 
United company was to increase the 
product I vs etllclency of the machines 
owned by tho uniting companies, to 
economize In the manufacture of ma- 
chines/ to encourage and increase tho 
manufacture of certain kinds of shoes 
by developing new machines to lower 
cost of production and to develop a 
better service for' the Instruction of 
operatives in the use of machines- 


Consolidation was first discussed by 


him wKh Elmer P. Howe of Boston 
In 1S3S. 
At that time, Mr. Winalow 


was business advisor, for the Con- 
solidated and McKay Lasting Machine 
Co. and Mr, Howe was manager for 
ihe Goodyear company. Negotiations 
were closed In February, 1899. 


Two of tho clauses to which the gov- 


ernment objects In the leaaea of tho 
United cdJnpany'B machines were used 
In/leases of the Consolidated company 
prior to the formation of the United, 
Mr. Wluslow said. These clauses re- 
quired Bhoe manufacturers to run their 
leased machines to full capacity and 
to lease from the company any addi- 
tional machines that might be required.

The Pawtucfcct- 


ville site was the state board's first

definite action had been taken. 


The question of the llope estate in 


Chelmsford street was not supposed to 
enter into the. hearing, but William J. 
Hlgglns succeeded !u having It insert- 
ed with the' result that It, too, was 
turned down, 


I-nivyfr Tierney 


Edward 
J. Tierney, speaking for 


himself and several of his neighbors, 
was the first to speak to tho petitions.

owner in Pawtucketvllle or elsewhere 
In Lowell, but he was Interested In 
Pawtuoketvllle because he makes

"1 believe the site in question Is not 


a proper sHe'for nn Institution of this 
kind.

us to believe, in PawtucketviHe that 
there would bo danger Involved in the 
erection of a hospital at the point rec- 
ommended by the state board of health. 


"It is assumed that the hospital will 


bo for not only tho ordinary contagious 
diseases, typhoid fever, diphtheria, etc., 
but for the white plague—tuberculo- 
sis, and it la little wonder that people 
living In that vicinity should feel Borne 
alarm.

"I am very familiar with the site in 


question and there Is a. pine grove there 
where hundreds of children play. T^ero 
are a number of little homes In that 
vicinity and you may depend that peo- 
ple living in that section would not 
have erected their homes there had they 
known that 
a 
contagious 
hospital 


would be built In their midst. 


"It is easily within the realm of pos- 


sibility for the municipal council to 
find a site where .there is sufficient 
solitude to warrant the erection of such 
a hospital without danger to any part 
of the community. 
I submit that 


the present site has very little to rec- 
ommend it and I hope It will not bo 
chosen for that purpose.

The victims 
were all men in poor |Clrcumstances 
who had resorted to thb pface for a 
night's lodging. 
Many bf them were 


negroes. Caught in thc crowded bunks 
in the top floor of the llvo-atory brick 
building and in thc small rooms on the 
fourth floor, they were helpless. When 
they were aroused the stairways were 
in flames and there was a mad rush 
for the lire escapes at the rear. Prac- 
tically all Ihe men were naked. 
Many Wore Rescued 


Many were rescued by the firemen 


and police. .Others escaped 
walking 


a slinky plank stretched to an, adjoin- 
ing building or jumping across a. five 
foot alley to a neighboring roof. 


The property loss Is estimated 
at 


525.000. Tho Arraclla was located at 
thc corner of Washington and Laconia 
streets. The lovver floors were occu- 
pied by stores. 


Thc tire apparently started, no one 


knows how, in a hallway on the second 
floor. Tlie flames swept up the wood- 
en stairways and bui-st through the 
roof.
